Trinitu Candles. 


I am interested to observe the way in 
which the revived antiquarian sense in 
Ireland has percolated into commerce. 
The Christmas candle is a well-known 
item in the seasonal life of the countrv., 
but for long has been only catered for by 
the manufacture of long, thick candles. 
similar to those used in churches. The 
traditional Irish Christmas candle was a 
very different thing.

Submarine Coal Mines. 


An interesting point in legal procedure 
ought to arise within the next few years 
with regard to the royalties on coal mined 
under the sea. One colliery in England 
already extends a mile under the sea, and 
is increasing its submarine territory. The 
legal point is whether the company should 
pay royalties on such coal as they find 
outside the three-mile limit. Mining 
engineers have decided that. so far as the 
work itself goes, the thing is quite 
practicable. If the Government claims 
the royalties on such coal, the companies 
will raise the question of territorial limits, 
-which have been fixed by international 
agreement at three miles from the shore. 
If it is decided to allow the mine-owners 
to take coal from outside the limit free 
of royalties, it will mean that any mines 
whose workings extend under the sea will 
immediately speed up their activities in 
order to pass the three-mile mark as soon 
as possible. 


Bianconi and O'Connell. 


A correspondent writes: The story of 
Bianconi, recalled in the Diary the 
other day, is one of the outstanding 
records of business success in the last 
century. He started his career in this 
country by the sale of plaster images in 
the streets, and in the days of his success 
he became Mavor of Clonmel. Being 
ambitious, he desired to enter Parliament, 
but O'Connell @issuaded him. O'Connell 
appears to have had a high opinion of 
Bianconi, of whom he wrote: “ He is a 
most clever and intelligent man, as well 
as a most friendly one.” Apparently, the 
famous car-owner lost his interest in 
polities in later life, if we may judge from 
another lett r of O’Connell’s: “a viva- 
cious animal, but now seemingly torpid as 
a flea in a wet blanket.”

A QUAINT BEQUEST. 


_ The people of Chippenham, Wilts.. yester- 
day observed the terms of a three liundred 
years old bequest when nearly one hundred 
and fifty half-crowns were distributed to the 
04 in the parish church, after the recipients 
ad listened to a sermon, for which the 
vicar was paid £1. 

Early in the seventeenth century 
Gale, ‘‘citizen and vintner,”’ of London. 
used to visit certain Wiltshire towns. 
Ohippenham people found favour with the 
vintner, but not so the residents of Calne; 
fer when he died he left £20 to Chippenham 
—‘* But as to those beggarly people at Calne, 
I. leave them a louse.”’ 

The money left to Chippenham, payable 
out of estates in Derbyshire and Lincolusjire, 
was bequeathed in these terms :— 

‘‘Twenty pounds a year to be distributed 
yearly, on the Feast of St. Thomas the 
Apostle, at the discretion of the bayliff and 
six of the ancientest burgesses of the said 
Borough, at the Parish Church of Chippen- 
ham, and twenty shillings a year yearly for 
ever for a preacher to preach at the Parish 
Church of Chippenham, at the distributing 
of the said twenty pounds a vear, and twenty 
shillings a year yearly for ever to the said 
bayliff and six of the ancientest burgesses 
of the Borough, to drink withal, for their 
pains in distributing of the said twenty 
pounds as aforesaid.”’ 

The first payment was made in 1629, and 
the distribution has since been made 
aynually. Nothing more is known of Mr. 

's association with the town, although 
there is a tablet in the parish church to his 


neemory.

William Powell is probably most popuiar 
as the suave detective, Philo Vance, but, 
with some points of resemblance to Clive 
Brook, it is not surprising that he has now 
been cast for a part that Brook would have 
played perfectly. In “ Man of the World,” 
which is the leading item in the programe 
at the Capitol this week, William Powell 
appears as a sleek and slimy American 
“exile ' in Paris. 

Everything that he has to do in this story 
is objectionable, but so attractive is the 
man himself that only a few people will 
believe that he richly deserved the slap in 
the face that his conduct procured for him 
from a young and wealthy American girl. 
So attractive is his acting, indeed. that seft 
hearts may feel more sorry for him than he 
deserves as he returns to the United States 
again to face a world that will be vindie- 
tively unforgiving. But, perhaps, his gifts 
may save him there also. 

In ' Man of the World ”’ 
is just a man who “lives by his wits and 
other people’s lack of them.” At an earlier 
period he had been accounted one of the 
most brilliant newspaper men in America: 
hut ‘‘ something '" happened, and ''he found 
himself in a jam.’ 

Just exactly what shortened his newspaper 
career in America is not disclosed, but he 
found it more convement te live in 
and eto change his name to Michael Trevor. 
Accosted by an old acquaintance, he dis 
claims his identity without convincing eiiher 
his old friend or the audience that there 1s 
not some mystery attached to his behaviour. 

The mystery is quickly revealed when he 
visits an American millionaire, who is on his 
first visit to Paris, and collects 2,000 doilars 
to prevent the publication of a piece of 
scandalous news in a weekly paper which 
specialises in the printing of salacious and 
slanderous gossip about the doings of 
Americans in Paris. By posing as a friend 
of the millionaire, Trevor manages to collect 
the money without disclosing his own respon- 
sibility for the paper.

William Powell, Carole Lombard, 
and Wynne Gibson make a fine act:ng com- 
bination, well worth seeing.

The Apple Controversy : 


A Tourist Trophy Suggestion.

BELFAST, Monday. 


HILE the Free State has its dispute 
over land annuities, the North also 
has its little problem. The land annuities 
were handed over to the Northern Govern- 
mant by the British Governnent—in this 
respect differing from the South—and the 
guin collected makes a substantial addition 
to revenue. The farmers who pay the 
money are not satisfied with the present 
condition of affairs. and have put in a 
claim for consideration. 

In consequence of the dep.essed prices 
for farm produce and “ an almost total 
failure of crops,’’ they are demanding 
that the Government shall postpone the 
annuities for five years, and, furthermore. 
in sore instances the Government is being 
called upon to subsidise all pigs killed 
and sold under 60s. px cwt. until such 
times as a tariff is put upon foreign bacon. 

At present the Northern Government 1s 
puzzled to know how to make ends meet, 
and has raided the Road Fund of £120,000 
to balance the Budget; so there is not 
much likelihood of the farmers’ request 
being uranted. It is recognised that the 
farmers have a hard row to hoe, but 
there are other seciions of the community 
who are in equally straitened cifcum- 
stanees and, if one is to iudge from a 
recent debate in the H ise of Commons, 
the Governinent is not inclined to grant 
any further privileges to agriculture. 


TOURIST TROPHY RACE. 


The organisers of the Tourist Trophy 
Motor Car Race over the County Down 
course next August are considering ways 
and means to make the event the most 
successful of the series, and to establish 
it firmly im Ulster for the future. It will 
be recalled that the Manx authorities 
made a determined effort to secure the 
race for the Isle of Man, and for many 
months there was keen anxiety in Belfast 
regarding the result. Happily, the 
decision was given for Ulster, and every- 
thing possible will be done to keep the 
race here. 

The financial considerations are of the 
greatest importance, as, of course, such 
,a fixture cannot be arranged without a 
great deal of expense, and it is not right 
that guarantors should be asked to bear 
the burden in the event of loss. Probably, 
about a quarter of a million of people 
travel to the Dundunald-Newtonwards- 
Comber course to witness the race, and 
it has been suggested that badges should 
be sold at sixpence apiece to the spec- 
Lators. 

()0Í course, it would be quite voluntary, 
but most people would cheerfully sub- 
scribe, and the proceeds should place 
the sports fund on a strong basis. Lady 
Houston has already subscribed £1.500 
towards the prize-monev, so that for the 
present the prospects are rosy for motor 
racing in the North. 


THE FESTIVE SEASOV. 


There are very few signs of Christmas 
in Belfast, but the shops are brilliantly 
lighted at night, and pedlars are throng- 
ing the streets with tov balloons of all 
Shapes and sizes, which help to give a 
carnival atmosphere to the scene. 
Although the decorations are in no sense 
lavish, there are imposing displays in the 
principal houses of useful articles, and 
it 1s stated that this year the gifts being 
purchased are of a practical rather than 
an ornamental nature. In that direction 
business is brisk. 

Of course there are always big crowds 
at the municipal markets, where turkeys, 
geese and ordinary fowl a-> offered in 
large numbers. Prices are ruling dear, 
due, no doubt, to the decrease in flocks 
of the birds, and the smaller supplies 
from Continental countries. The latest 
figures in Belfast market are not very 
comforting to the thrifty housewife, Dead 
turkeys were 1s. 5d. to 1s. 7d. per Ib., 
while geese ranged from 8d. to 10d: per 
lb., with, of course, correspondingly 
higher prices in the shops. 

(‘ock turkeys, alive, were up to 25s, 6d. 
apiece ; their dead brothers realised about 
ós. more, while hen turkeys were (live) 
17s. 6d. to 19s. and 
21s. 
Wednesday and Thursday, when big 
supplies are expected. There is’ never a 
very great demand for ducks and chickens 
at this time, but they fetched up to §s. 
6d. apiece for the former, and 4s. 6d. for 
the latter.

IN PARLIAMENT. 


The Northern House of Commons will 
ineet to-morrow to receive the loyal 
Assent to Bills passed during the session, 
and it may be that the discussion on the 
proposed amendment of the Fruit Market- 
Act, which was adjourned until 
Tuesday, will be resumed. ‘The Senate 
will also be in session, when the Revalua- 
tion Bill, which has been sent up from 
the Lower House, will be read a frst 
time, after which members will rise for 
the Christmas recess. 

‘the apple controversy has caused much 
bitterness, and there is great diversity 
of opinion regarding the merits of the 
measure. It 3s pointed out that over 
1,500 owners of orchards are opposed to 
departmental cenizol; but, on the other 
hand, supporters of the Act declare that 
there are several thousands of growers 
who are in favour of it. One fact, how 
ever, stands out: The export of Ulster 
apples has virtually come to a stand-strl 
lecause a great proportion of the fruit 
not reach the standard of any of 
the three grades set up by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

In order to find a way out, the Depart- 
ment has added a new grade. labelled 

, ertect,’’ in indelible letters on the 
barrels, but this has been laughed to 
scorn by the growers. 


THE FIRE BRIGADE. 


The Belfast Fire Brigade was one of 
the first in the United Kingdom to be 
equipped with motors, and it has been 
keeping in the forefront of progress ever 
since it changed over from the old horse 
system. It would be difficult to find a 
smarter er more efficient staff of men. 
clever in fighting fire and rich in re- 
source. The question of bringing the en- 
gines and equipment up to date has re- 
cently been considered by the Police Com- 
mittee of the Corporation, and it has been 
decided to adopt a scheme for the re- 
placement of all machines in the service, 
to be carried out over a period of eight 
years 

The proposals provide that during next 
year a couple of motor pumps and a turn- 
table shall be disposed of and replaced by 
two high-capacity motor pumps of the 
latest design, tovether with one motor 
turn-table fire escape and water tower. It

COST OF THE SCHEME, 

\ccording to best judgment of 
experts. the original cost of the Shannon 
acheme. £5.200,000, was quite an accurate 
for The experts added, however, 
that. on the price of the civil construction 
and the works. the cost might rise or fal! 
by ten per cent. There were several 
variables in the whole scheme at the 
hesmnning. For instance—Would the 
works more? Would they get the 
ronsumption aimed at? And would the 
prices he right ? 

The consumption they were aiming at 
was at least double, and possibly would 
have to be three times the actual con- 
simption at the time when they started 
works: | Pessimistic. people 
thought that it was too big a job. The 
experts’ view was that .if they could sell 
110 million units in 1932-3, and if the 
scheme only cost £5,200,000, then, by sell- 
84 of a penny, they would have 
their half-million pounds made, and the 
whole thing would be right. 


GOOD JUDGMENT. 

When the experts told him originalls 
that the Sjeémens-Schuckert estimate was 
to be regarded as binding, subject to a 10 
per cent, np or down, thev were passing 
good judgement. There had not been a 
10 per cent. increase-im the constructional 
work.

QUESTION OF RATES. 

He did not know, nor did he intend to 
ask. why the Board decided upon different 
rates for Dublin as opposed to Cork, and 
for these cities as opposed to the other 
towns in the country, or why they did not 
Charge extra for street lightin , power or 
traction.

THREE DECISIONS. 


Among the undertakings 
would not have been able to meet 
their ordinary charges for maintenance 
and repair, general charges necessary to 
management, etc., and the repayment of 
the undischarged liabilities of the muni- 
cipal undertakings that they. had taken 
over, Their revenue would have been 
£45.000 per annum, from which they 
would have to meet all this expenditure. 

Faced with this, which, of course, 
tended towards the completest disaster so 
far as the whole scheme was concerned, 
the Board took three decisions. 

One was that their expenses were too 
heavy. After great consideration they 
found that they could make a saving of 
£50,000 per annum on expenditure. 

Secondly, they decided that, while trv- 
ing to increase consumption, they would 
make it their policy to divert their con- 
sumption away from the less remunera- 
tive type of customer to the more 
remunerative type, and by that means get 
In an extra £30,000 per annum. That 
meant that: the deficit would be changed 
into a £15,000. This sum 
would then be set aside for reserve, exten- 
sion works, depreciations, loans and other 
like purposes. 

The third was the increase in 
the charges, which it was estimated would 
bring in £80,000 a vear. 

Thus, in , normal year, 
have £95,000 in reserve. 

The Board had now decided to make 
miditions for depreciation, in the hope 
that they would carry forward in any one 


year £95,000. 
WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN, 
If they had adupted the principle of the 


original scheme on system No. 1 of the 
Shannon, the Board ought to be carrying 
forward for depreciation alone in any one 
vear £200.000. The £95,000 which the 
Board hoped to rrvy forward, if the 
three hypotheses worked out, was to cover, 
not merely depreciation, but extensions, 
loans and other like purposes, excludiny 
renewals. The revenue which the Board 
looked for in the year following the 
appointed day was £1,233,000, and the 
capital expenditure by that date would be 
in the region of ten million pounds, which 
meant an earning of 12 per cent. 

The Electricity Commissioners in. Eng- 
land, in a recent report, came to the con- 
clusion that no concern could be called 
properly remunerative nless they were 
getting 40 per cent. on capital year by 
vear, which would mean two millions 
here, instead of £1,233,000. That 20 per 
cent. had relation to steam stations, 
which, it was accepted, must earn more 
than hydro-stations, the comparative 
ficure for the latter sein, he thouyl ¢. 
not less than 15 or 14 per cent., and that 
would represent £1,400.000, as compared 
with £1.233.000. It could not. therefore, 
he said that the Board was looking for 
too much money in seeking to obtain 


£1,233,000 in a normal year. 
Is COMPLAINT JUSTIFIED? 


He did not think that the people who 
had taken electricity into their houses 
had any great grievance in respect to 
the increased charges, but there were 
some people who had wired premises on a 
more expensive scale than they would 
have done if the present rates had been 
fixed. and who might have cause to com- 
plain. His answer was that they had no 
legal right to complain, and on considera 
tion they would agree that they had very 
little moral right, because they must 
admit that the original figures were ex- 
perimental. If, after the confusion and 
the investigation the old rates had been 
continued. and new consumers brought 
in. and if the rates had then been raised, 
those new consumers would have great 
right to complain. 


PRICES COMPARED. 


Mr. McGilligan went on. to give com-

THE CHAIRMAN’S 
FORECAST.

But 
the question was not the amount of money 
that was expended; it was whether the 
money had been remunerative, The scheme 
had cost well under six million pounds, and 
he thought that there should be a tremendous 
tribute paid to the engineers who carried it 
out, 


HOPEFUL ASPECT. 


Although there had been gonfusion in the 
accounts, and mistakes had been made. he 
contended that if electricity was given 
cheaper than in older countries with bigger 
centres of population. it could not be said 
that there had been anything approaching a 
failure. He had confidence in the present 
Board. and there was every hope that when 
they got back the enthusiasm with which 
the scheme was originally begun, people 
would get the benefit of decreases, instead 
of increases. (Applause.) 

Replying to a vote of thanks, Mr. 
McGilligan said that he was not -so foolish 
as to say that nobody was paying more for 
current now than hitherto, but he could say 
that no area was paying more. He would 
like to see the Board in future confining 
itself to its proper job of selling electricity, 
but in saying that he was not to be taken

PROVISIONS OF NEW BILL 
IN THE DAIL. 


- 


The text. of the bill to provide retired 
pay, pensions or gratuities for certain 
persons who served with the Free State 
Army which was introduced in the Dail 
last week by Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, 
Minister for Defence, has now been pub- 
lished. Briefly the scheme provides for 
(a) the payment out of moneys provided 
by the Oireachtas to or in respect of 
the persons to whom such scheme 
applies of retired pay, pensions and 
gratuities at such rates in such 
manner and at such time and subject 
to such conditions and _ restrictions 
(including restrictions on alienation) 
as may be prescribed by such scheme ; 
in the case of officers of the forces 
serving at the passing of this Act 
who immediately before joining the 
National Army were serving in a 
pensionable post in the Civil Service 
and had so served for a period of not 
less than twenty-five years. the 
reckoning, subject to. such conditions 
as may be specified in such scheme, 
of all service in such pensionable post 
of some or all such officers as 
military service for the purposes of 
this Act and such scheme; 

(c) penalties for fraudulent conduct in 


tired pay, pension or gratuity. 

Different pension schemes may be pre- 
pared and carried out in 
oficers of the forces, non-commissioned 
officers and men of the forces and mem- 
bers of the Army Nursing Service. . 

The term ‘‘the forces” means the 
forces established under Part I. of the 
Defence Forces (Temporary Provisions) 
Act, 1923. ‘‘ National Army”’ includes 
the armed forces under control of the 
Minister for Defence between the 1st 
February, 1922, and 3lst March, 1922. 
the army forces maintained by the 
Provisional Government and the armed 
forces maintained by the Government up 
to and, inclading 30th September. 1924, 
but does not include the Army Nursing 
Service. 

The expression “ nursing service ’’ 
means service as a member in the Army 
Nursing Service, and includes service as a 
nurse with the National Army. 

The expression “ officer. of the forces ”’ 
includes a person who was formerly an 
officer of the National Army and while he 
was such officer, or within fou: months

7 betting shops. - He had known 
a boy of ten who used to borrow a few pewe 
from his father and purchase papers and sell 
them until he had enongh profits to back a 
horse.

He had 
also seen iny tickets, made out in hand- 
writing, which had been circulated in a class 
of small boys for the purpose of making up

ment of Local Government and Public 

Health for the year ended 3lst March, 
1970, has now been published. A comprehen- 
sive review of the work of the department, if 
is divided into five parts, namely, public 
health. housing, public assistance, roads and 
eeneral idministration. 

It states that satisfactory progress was 
made during the year with the county health 
schemes. The stage of development of these 
schemes in each county is according to the 
length of time a county medical officer has 
leen functioning, and the degree of co-opera- 
tion afforded by the Board of Pealth to the 
reorganising the public health 
services. In Donegal, Galway, Limerick, 
Meath, Wicklow, Carlow, Cork, Kildare, 
Louth, Cffaly and Westmeath, county medical 
officers had been appointed. 

Since the close of the period with which the 
report deals appointments have been made in 
Cavan, Monaghan, Roscommon, Wexford, 
Dublin, Mavo and Kerry. There are now 
eighteeen counties with county medical 
ofhcers. In addition, a number of assistant 
medical oflicers have been appointed. There 
were thiteen whole-time public health nurses 
in fonr counties—Cork, Kildare, Louth and 
Offaly 

INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

The incidence of typhus fever showed a 
decline during the year, no serious outbreak 
occurring. Enteric fever was more prevalent 
in rural than in urban districts, which is 
suggestive of the use of contaminated water 
supplies in the latter areas, Substantial out- 
breaks of diphtheria occurred, the notifica- 
tions showitg an increased incidence both in 
nrban and rural areas. Mass immunisation 
for the eradication of this disease 1s now in 
operation jn several districts, where 
disease has been prevalent. There was a 
detline in the number of cases of scarlatina. 
Six cases of Encephalitis Lethargica (sleepy 
sickness) were notified. 


MATERNITY, 

The mortality associated with pregnancy 
aud child-birth continues to decline, taking 
thé counti'y as a whole; but there was a high 
death rate from accidents of pregnancy and 
echild-birth im the rural districts of the 
Counties of Laoighis, Kilkenny, and Leitrim. 
None of these counties had a county medical 
onicer, who would nave been responsible for 
the contro! and supervision of midwives, a 
circumstance that is regarded as a contribut-

The number of local authorities administer- 
ing maternity and child welfare schemes 
increased by 1 to 30. In addition there were 
82 voluntary agencies, as compared with 77 
in the previous vear. Four of the new schemes 
were established by the Lady Dudley Nurs- 
ing Society in Gaeltacht districts. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 

Infant and child mortality showed a shghtl) 
increased incidence, especially in the coun‘) 
boroughs, with the exception of Limerick. 
which still has the highest rate in 


country (116 deaths per 1.000 births). 
SCHOOL MEDICAL SERVICE. 


The most notable advance durmg the yea 
vas the extension and development of the 
school medical service. The service is now 
well established in Dublin, Cork, and Clon 
mel. and schemes were coming into operatio? 
in Limerick and Waterferd. In Kildare, 
| outh, Offaly, Cork and othe: counties where 
county medical officers have been appoirited, 
excellent work has already been accomplished. 
While the standard of personal hygiene 
shows improvement, school hygiene and san! 
tation are generally in a backward condition, 
especially in rural districts — . 
Arrangements fer the provision of school 
in operation in thirty-five urban 
including tire county boroughs.: These 
areas caniain almost three-quarters of the 
total whan population. The meals are usually 
served in the school buildings, but in some 
of the larger schools in Dublin dining rooms 
have been established. The average daily 
number of children given meals was 17,106, 
and 167 schools participated. 


TUBERCULOSIS. | 

During the year av approved tuberculosis 
scheme came into operation in Limerick 
County Borotgh. In Cork County, following 
on the appdintment of three assistant county 
medical ollicers, a thberculosis scheme was 
also established. In Meath and Wicklow, 
where partial schemes were in operation, com- 
prehensive afrangement= were made on the 
appomtment of county medical officers. Ros- 
common, which now has a county medical 
ofheer of health. will, it may be anticipated, 
come insite line in the adoption of anti-tuber- 
culosis measures. The only county now in 
wine ne satisfactory steps have been taken 
for combating tuberculosis is Longford. 

The mortaity from tuberculosis in 1929 
was 1.32 per 1,00 of the population, the 
lowest rate yet tegistered. In 1929 the 
actual number of deaths was 172 less than 
that for the previous year. The improvement 
is al'ogether due to a ieduction of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, and the decrease was confined 
entively to rura! areas, there being an actual 
increase iv ‘urbat ardas.

FOOD SUPPLIES. 

By a new Order made during the year tiie 
Department endeavoured to standardise the 
metbods of meat inspection, and to lay dow» 
for tie guidance of veterinary inspectors 
general principles in regard to the condemna 
tion of meat on account of taberculosis, The 
chief obstacle to the satisfactory working = f 
meat inspe:tion is the Jack of public abbatoirs 
and the existence of numerous private 
slaughter-houses It is anticipated that, as 
the appoincments of veterinary inspertors ex 
tend, there wiil be an improvement in the 
private slaughter-louses, but a more desirable 
development would be the establishment oí 
public abbatoirs. 

It was make regulations 
during the year dealing with the purification’ 
of mussels in County Louth, There was an 
export trade worth ever £27,000 a year which 
was jeopardised owing to suspected con 
tamination. Shell fish from these layings 
must now be rendered safe for edible 
purposes before transport for sale. 


DISPENSARIES.

PUBLIC ASSISTANCE. 

The number of persons: on howe assstance 
on ólst March, 1930, was 70,325, or 23.6 pe 
1,000 of the population. This was an increase 
of 10,975 as compared with the number on 
the corresponding date in the preceding year. 
The increase was due principally to the in 
crease (8,616) in Dublin Union. where out- 
door relief was extended to able-bodied per. 
sons by the Poor Relief (Dublin) Act, 1929. 
Smaller increases took place in Rathdown 
Union, Limerick County, Kerry, Balrothery 
Union, Kildare and Meath. The most notable 
decrease took place in Limerick City. The 
number ot children boarded out remained 
much the same as in the previous year, an: 
the number of inmates and patients in County 
Homes and Hospitals mereased by 241 to 
17,120. 

Loans for the puropse of improving Poor 
Law Institutions amounted to £380,493. 

There were 801 insane persons in the 
County Homes and other Poor Law Institu 
tions at the beginning of 1930, and 750 menta! 
defectives. There were 255 mentally cdefec 
tive children in St. Vincent’s School and 
Home at Cabra, to which suitable cases can 
Low be sent by the Boards of Public Assist 
ance

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MAIL ’PLANE DOWN. 
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FORCED LANDING IN 
KENT.

Air-Commodore Kingsford Smith’s aero- 
plane, the Southern Star, in which he was 
to have left with mails for Australia 
to-morrow, made a forced landing at 
Crocken Hill, Kent, yesterday, while 
flying from Hamble to Croydon. The pilot 
and two passengers were uninjured. 

Commodore Kingsford Smith was not in 
the machine, but it was that in which he 
last week with Christmas mail 
from Australia. 

The pilot of the machine apparently lost 
his way and decided to land in an open 
field. In doing so, however, he struck 
some trees, and the propeller and under- 
carriage were badly damaged. 

Mr. Albert Cant, of Crocken Hill, told 
a reporter that the machine was flying very 
low and citeled two or three times over the 
village. ‘‘ The machine then came down 
in the field, and but for the trees would 
have made a perfect landing. I ran to the 
seene, and arrived just asthe pilot and 
passengers were stepping out of the aero- 
plane. They seemed rather shaken.’’ 

Air-Commodore Kingsford Smith arrived 
in England in the Southern Star last

S a result of the victory of Mr. Lyons 
A and the United Australia Varty in 
the general election, the Stock Ex- 
change was to-day busier than it has been 
for months, and there was @ ene demand 
for Government and banking stocks in the 
general anticipation of stimulation of 
business. 

The coaating of votes ts not fet completed 
owing to the intricate method of preferences, 
and ihe figures published yesterday were, in 
many cases, estimates based on the count to 
that time. Slight alteration in the relative 
strength of the parties may result as the 
count proceeds. 

So far, the count of the Senate voting 
shows that a strong anti-Labour majority 1s 
assured in -the Camber With gains in 
Western Austrailia 290 Tasmania. 

Mr. Scullin, the Prime Minister, has for- 
warded the resignation of the Labour 
Ministry to Sir Isaac Isaacs, the Governor- 
(General. It is expected, however, that he 
will be asked to carry on his duties till 
after the Christmas holidays. 


MR. BRUCE’S POSITION, 


Meanwhile, Mr. Lyons has been summoned 
to Canberra. His title to the Premiership is 
unchallenged, and it is probable that an ex- 
Prime Minister, Mr. Stanley Bruce, will serve 
in his Cabiaet. Mr. Bruce was head of the 
Nationalist Government which was defeated 
at the polls in 1928. He lost his seat in that 
election, and the leadership of the Opposition 
passed to Mr. watham, who will also be in 
the Cabinet. Last March the Nationalist 
Party agreed to. merge its identity in that 
of the United Australia Party formed under 
Mr. Lyons’s leadership. Mr Lyons became 
leader of the Opposition with the reversion 
of the Pramierhtn. and Mr. Latham was 
Deputy Leader. 

Mr. Bruce’s support for Mr. Lyons is un- 
questionable, but there is reason to believe 
that he is doubtful whether his inclusion in 
the Cabinet is advisable at the present time. 

If he does enter the Cabinet it will probably 
be as Treasurer, a post which will be of the 
utmost importance in view of the forthcoming 
Imperial Economic Conference. In the com- 
ing tariff negotiations with Britain and the 
other Dominions the Treasurer would, after 
the Prime Minister, be the keyman in the 
Cabinet.

INTERESTING FIGURES. - 


Some notion of the scope which the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland affords for the fresh milk trade 
may be gathered from the fact that im 1927 
and again in 1928, imports of liquid milk from 
foreign countries were appreciable, amount- 
ing to 2,859 and 9,623 cwts., respectively, hat 
in 1929 and 1930 no imports from foreign 
countries were registered, nor were there any 
such imports this year before November. 

Imports of liquid milk from the Irish Free 
State are, of course, not a new feature, and 
although the greater part of these are across 
the land boundary to Northern Ireland, there 
has been in recent vears an increase in ship- 
ments to Great Britain. Total imports of
